PRIME MINISTER PLEDGES LIBERALS 


BACKING OF ALL-C 


EDMONTON.-At a Liberal rally 
in Edmonton, July 13th, Prime 
Minister St. Laurent pledged the 
Liberal government to back de- 
velopment of an all-Canadian pipe 
line to give Eastern Canadian 
centres the benefit of Alberta's 
cheap natural gas. 

Mr. St. Laurent spoke on the 
pipe line policy as he continued 
his main argument for gaining 
Western votes: mainly that Wes- 
tern Canada should vote Liberal 
because it is the only party with 
country-wide support sufficient to 
provide strong stable government 
to speed the economic development 
of Canada. 

Mr. St. Laurent said no one ex- 
pects Alberta to agree to send gas 
out of the province until the pro- 
vince is assured of sufficient re- 
serves for present and. future 
requirements, 

Alberta’s . government having 
stated there were sufficient re- 


serves to justify export, Mr. St. 


Laurent said it is and will continue 
to be the policy of the Liberal 
government to give Canadian cen- 
tres first chance at the supplies 
with one exception.

Iti is good sometimes to compare the boun- 
tiful things we have available in our. own 
country with those possessed by others. 

Japan, for instance, has just issued a 
handbook describing her agricultural re- 
"sources. Japan, it appears, with eighty million 
people has only fifteen million acres of 
cultivated land, or .18 of one acre per person. 
The average size farm is two acres only. 
Very few farms are as large as seven acres. 
Compare this with Canada where fifteen mil- 
lion: people have eighty-two million acres of 
cultivated land, an average of 5'% acres per 
person. The average Canadian farm has 132 
_acres of cultivated land. The Japanese have 
very little grazing land and so very little 
livestock, but they have the greatest catch of 
fish in the world—four and one-half times 
greater than any other‘nation. Their fish sup- 
plies them with the protein and vitamins that 
+ we obtain from livestock, poultry and dairy

1953 Election To Cost 
$7,000,000 


According to a:report released by the 
Canadian Press in Ottawa, it’s going to cost 
a récord amount to run the August 10 elec- 
tion and the current campaign perhaps 
around $7,000,000. 

Of this, some $5,500,000 will come out of } 
the public treasury. The political parties and 
their supporters will $pend $1,500,000 more. 

By far the biggest amount will be the of- 
fieial cost of the election and the preliminary 
work, which will be up from the $4,250,000 
figure of the 1949 voting. This is because 
there are additional constituencies ard unit 
charges for almost every kind of electoral 
work are up. 

On ‘the political side, party spending is 
hard ‘to pin down, but rough and unauthori- 
tative guesses are that the Liberals and’Pro- 
gressive ‘Conservatives will spend around 
$600,000 apiece or more—the Liberals quite 
a bit more—and the CCF between $200,000 
and $250,000. The Canadian Congress of’ 
Labor probably will throw about $20,¢ 000 into 
the €CF pot. The Social Credit group will 
spend a relatively modest sum, amount un- 
known: 


Spokesmen for all groups say it is impos- 
sible to determine now how much each will 
anew. Apart from national budgets—in some 
the smallest part of the spending—there 
ate expenditures by provincial and local or- 
ganizations and by the individual candidates. 
Aside from the political spending, costs 
are up all along the line in the normal gov- 
ernment job of running an election. The ex- 
pense of enumerating each elector is up, and 
the number of electors also i8’ higher to an 
expected record of some 8,500,000. 

‘It costs more—$12 as against $9 in the 
jast election—to hire a deputy returning of- 
ficer for the day. There are 50,000 of these. 
The rental for about 50,000 polling sta- 
tions at $32 per station—including the cost of 
Space and other fees—will be up about 
$400,000. 

An additional expenditure matjcpunted up 
in the 1953 election cost,is that, of the office 
of the chief electoral officer, ‘Nelson Caston- 
guay, which will be abouf $320/000. He works 
between elections but ‘at election time ex- 
pands his staff to about 60.

The Farmers’ Union of Alberta 
is much concerned over the recent | 
increase of 1c in gasoline prices | 
put into effect by the oil companies 
last week. 

This increase will add materially 
to the cost of farm operations at a 
time when the price of most farm 
products is sharply lower and the 
.trend is definitely downward. 

We are not convinced that there 
is any need for higher gasoline 
prices in am area siich as Alberta 
where we are producing our own 
supplies of crude oil.) The argu- 
ment that prices must advance 
here because of a price increase 
of crude in the U.S.A., or at Sar- 
nia, sounds like nonsénse to us. 
We have communicated with the 
Imperial Oil Co., protesting the in- 
crease and asking for a full. ex- 
planation. At the time of the in- 
crease the oil companies appar- 
ently considered that the pubiic 
was not entitled to any explana- 
tion, 

We have also wfitten the Pro- 
vincial Cabinet calling their atten- 
tion to the seriousness of thesitua- 
tion.

This week I am going to say 
something about the house fly. - 

The house fly has a world wide 
distributiog living in close associa- 
tion with man; AS" as‘tife wea- 
ther gets mifd- the female’ begins 
to lay large numbers of eggs; and 
her favourite site for. depositing 
these eggs are accumulations of 
fermenting vegetable matter, fresh 
horse manure, pig manure, and 
human waste. . 

The eggs soon hatch out and the 
familiar maggots appear feeding 
vigourously on this waste matter 
and when fully grown, they burrow 


the Sanitary Inspector's 


into the soil and pupate. In a few’ 


days the adult fly emerges. The 
entire life cycle from egg to adult 
may take less than seven days 
when conditions are favourable. 

The life of an adult fly may be 
as long as six weeks and so one 
adult female fly may lay sufficient 
eggs to produce a million offspring. 

The danger arising from this 
insect are due to his promiscuous 
feeding habits. After busily feed- 
ing on manure piles, or the con- 
tents of garbage cans, or pit toil- 
ets or neglected nuisance grounds; 
he may then decide to visit your 
home or local food store and he 
will sample any food which has 
been left conveniently exposed. 

Do flies spread disease? YES. 

The most notable being Typhoid 
and Para-Typhoid, Dysentry, Epi- 
demic Diarrhoea, and. possibly 
Cholera, Tuberculosis, Eye Infec- 
tions, and Poliomyelitis. 

How do they convey these dis- 
eases to man? '

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TAX CUTS HELP THOSE ABLETO 
PAY; FORGET UNDERPRIVILEGED

Two angles of the tax problem 
are rarely explored by politicians 
who glibly promise to knock Ralf 
a billion dollars off collections in 
a year and others who argue that 
such cuts are impossible. 


One angle concerns who benefits 
by a tax reduction. The other 
concerns the longer-term effects of 
tax cuts not matched by equal cuts 
in spending. 


A tis be obvious that if taxes 

re cut the people who benefit are 
those who pay taxes and especially 
those who pay the most. It is’ just 
not possible to cut taxes on people 
who do not pay taxes. 

Mr. Donald Fleming of Toronto 
estimates the Conservative plan to” 
reduce taxes by half a_ billion 
dollars would amount to $170 for 
every family. It might if one 
averages up the big cuts which 
Wout come to wealthy tamilies 
LHe Santail Waal would 
to averege fainilies.and the 
smell cuts at all which would 
average families. 

it cculd not possibly. mean that 
eve y family would have $170 more 
to spend on a radio or TV set, a 
re. for mother or a trip to 
the Canadian National Exhibition. 

'yones are paid in a lot of ways 
bur it is the big income people 
ard tac big corporations which pay 
most. Mr. Coldwell, the CCF 
leader, would make these. people 
puy more.. Mr. Meming and Mr. 
Drew would make them pay less. 

According to the census the 
great bulk of the heads of families 
©n Wages and salaries are in the 
income group between $2,000 and 
$3,000. The average is about $2,400. 
On-those incomes heads of families 
pay little income tax and none at 
ell where there are three or more 
children. What they pay on sales 
end excise taxes depends on what 
they buy but they do not buy as 
Tmuch as those with bigger in- 
comes, So tax cuts which average 
out at $170 per family are bound 
to be a lot bigger than $170 for a 
few people, a lot smaller for the 
great majority. 

All families, but especially the 
medium and small income families 
are bound to be affected by the 
consequences of tax reductions, All 
have a stake in Canada. All will 
have to pay for what they get in 
defence and in welfare services. 

Of Canada’s total budget $2,000,- 
600 goes on National Defence. No 
party promises to reduce that. 
Some say economies can be made 
by cutting out waste and extrava- 
gance, But Canada is jn a great 
defence partnership with the 
United States, Britain, France and 
Other countries, At $2,000,000 
Canadians are spending a slightly 
lesser proporticn of their national 
income on defence than the other 
partners. MH economies are pos- 
sible most Canadians and any re- 
sponsible Canadian government 
would want to see Canada pay its 
fair slvare, provide more deience 
with the money saved.

The average Canadian must be

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or by new borrowing. Interest 
rates are going up. If néw bonds 
are sold thé debt charges will go 
up. If by borrowing to pay cit 
the debt and borrowing more be+ 
cause taxes are cut below. operat- 
ing expenses the government adds 
to its overall interest charges, the 
average Canadian may find him- 
self paying less taxes for one year 
but a lot more in later years. 

A glance at what is happening in 
the United States shews what sen- 
sible governments usually do not- 
withstanding the enthusiastic pro- 
mises-of some of their supporters. 
The United States government ‘has 
been operating in the red, going 
oeeper into debt, A lot of people 
expected tax cuts from the new 
government. Tax cuts are not 


forthcoming. The government says, 


it must balance the budget first. 


It looks as if the average Ameri- 
can agrees.
